What parts of the International application may be amended? 

Under Article 1 9, only the claims may be amendsd. 

During the Hemationai phase, the dairr» may also be amer)ded (or further amended) under Article 34 before 
the International Preliminary Examining AuthorOy. The description artd drawings may or)ly be amended under 
Article 34 before the International Exanvrsng Authority. 

Upon entry into the nelional phase, ail parts of the international application may be amendsd under Aftlde 28 
or, whefts opplieabls. Artiole 4t.

A replaoerhent she«t must ho sukimitted for each sheet of the claims which, on account of an amendment or 
amemJments, drifers from the sheet originally filed. 

AO the daims appearing on a replacement sheet must be numt»rod in Arabic numerals. Where a claim is 
cancelled, rK> renumberirig of the other claims b required. In all cases wtiere dahns are renumtieredL they must 
tse renumtiered consecutively (Admirustrative Instructions, Sectbn 205(b)). 

The amendmenU must be made In the language In which the International application Is to be putillshed. 



What documents must/may accompany Hie amendraenta? 
Letter (Section 205(b)): 

The amendments must be submittod with a letter. 

The letter wiQ not be putafished with the crttemational app8cation and the amended daims. It should rM4 be 
confused with the •Statement under Article 1 9(1)- (see below, under 'Statement under Article 19(1)").
